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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 11/18/08 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 6-10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Cerney, Jr. et al. (4,369,522) discloses a single balanced mixer (figs. 1-5), 

comprising: a first coupler for receiving a LO signal and producing two LO signal; a pair 
of mixing elements (1 20, 121 ) for receiving the LO signal; a pair of quarter-wavelength 
strip lines for transmitting an input RF signal; a hybrid coupler (transformer 1 32) for 
combining IF signals to produce the IF signal (column 1 line 56 to column 2 line 12, 
column 2 line 35 to column 3 line 53). 

Niehenke et al. (5,51 7,687) discloses a subharmonic mixer (1 , 3-5), wherein the 
mixer may be a single balance mixer (column 4 lines 36-40), comprising: a first divider 
for dividing a LO into two LO signals; a first hybrid (58) for receiving a RF signal and 
produce two RF signals; a pair of mixer for mixing the LO signals with the RF signals, 
respectively to generate IF signal, a second hybrid (18) for combining the IF signals to 
generate an IF signal (figs. 4). 
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Fudem (5,819,169) discloses a double balanced mixer used two hybrid couplers 
in a combination of a plurality of configurations, wherein a first configuration comprising 
a first hybrid coupler for coupling to an RF signal and a second hybrid coupler for 
combing IF signals (fig. 6f), and wherein a second configuration comprising a first hybrid 
coupler for coupling a RF signal and a second hybrid coupler for coupling a LO signal 
(fig.6e). 

Li et al. (5,774,801) discloses a single balanced mixer having means to receive 
the local signals, producing two local signal of same amplitude and opposite phase, a 
pair of mixing elements, a filter for filtering the IF signals, a pair of strip lines for 
transmitting the input RF signal to the mixing elements, wherein the strip lines is one 
quarter of wavelength. 

Dobrovolny (5,027,163) discloses a single balanced mixer having a hybrid 
coupler (62 of fig. 2) for receiving two local signals. 

These references fail to disclose a first hybrid coupler for receiving a LO signal 
and produce two LO signals, a second hybrid coupler for combining IF signals from the 
IF filters to produce the IF signal of the same phase, wherein a length of each of the 
landa/4 is one fourth of a wave length of an IF signal.
